Within sight and hearing of the trains 
thundering by on the West Shore railroad, 
and leas thau half a mile from the famous 
building where General Washington made 
his headquarters at Tappan, N. Y.. stands 
* big, old fashioned three storied dwelling. 

Spacious grounds surround it and a 
broad drive friuged by handsome trees and 
shrubbery lead* from the big double gates 
to the broad piazza running across the 
froot of the building.
